NOTES FROM THE SELECTMEN 2014 


During this year, there have been numerous activities and accomplishments in our town. 


We recognize a few, most notably: 


1. Restoration of the Dow clock, a joint endeavor funded in part with tax dollars and a 
larger amount through donations. 


2. Replacement of the Town Hall front steps and railings (Town Buildings and 
Maintenance Fund). 


3. Completion of the Transfer Station winterization with the installation of additional 
heating, re-purposed from the former Safety Services Building; new rear sliding doors to 
block wind and cold; and plastic panels enclosing the front recycling area. 


4. Removal of the last buried oil tank on Town property. 


5. Rebuilding the bridge on Delage Farm Road, work completed entirely by the Town 
Highway crew. 


Beginning in 1990 with a Town Master Plan goal of relocating the Police Department, 
through 2007 complete with two Infrastructure Study Group findings, proposals, and Town 
votes regarding the future of the Safety Services Building, the people of Franconia voted in 
favor on March 11, 2014, to construct a new building. 


Since the near unanimous vote in support of Article 2, the Safety Services Building was 
demolished and a new Town of Franconia Public Safety Building was built on time, under 
budget, and ready for occupancy the end of December 2014. 


As you can imagine, there is a lengthy list of individuals who have worked long and hard 
over several years on this project. This is but a partial list of those who have made this a 
reality: Infrastructure Study Group and Safety Services Building Committee members, 
Chiefs of Fire, Police, and Life Squad, Ricci Construction Company, Presby Construction 
Company, and all the members of our community who have supported and contributed in 
some way to this undertaking. 


Special recognition and appreciation is extended to Allan Clark, Town Building Inspector 
and Clerk of the Works on this project, for his pursuit of the absolute best value for the 
townspeople. 


On a separate note, we would like to recognize and thank Jack Cook, Chairman of the 
Town of Franconia Energy Commission, recently resigned. His quiet leadership and 
passion for energy efficiency and environmental awareness have guided the Commission 
during his tenure, resulting in several town improvements. We thank you. 


Finally, we extend our thanks and appreciation to all those volunteers who have 
contributed their time, experience, and example to Town operations and activities.

ARTICLE 2. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of $1,900,000.00 
(gross budget) for the construction of a new Safety Services building, and to authorize the 
issuance of not more than $1,700,000.00 of notes in accordance with the provisions of the 
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Municipal Finance Act (RSA 33.1) and to authorize the selectmen to issue and negotiate 
such notes and to determine the rate of interest thereon; the balance of the funds 
$200,000.00 will come from the Safety Services Facilities Improvement Expendable 
Trust created for this purpose. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (2/3-ballot 
vote required). 


The article was read, moved by Bob Montagno and seconded by Sally Small. Bob 
Montagno spoke to the Article as Selectman and also as the chair of the Safety Services 
Building Committee. Bob explained that the committee was made up of community 
members, the heads of safety service departments, and members of outside resource 
companies. Deb Maes, UNH Cooperative Extension, Tim Grant, PE,. Provan & Lorber 
Engineers & Planners and Chris Carley, C.N. , Carley Associates Architects. Bob 
outlined the history of this project that started back in 2004 with a warrant article to 
replace the current Safety Services building which was built in 1966. After close to 10 
years of hashing this out it has come to the point that the building is not big enough to 
house all of the departments and their equipment. The current building is not properly 
insulated wasting a lot of heating fuel. The entryway to the building is also too small to 
house the current versions of fire trucks. The Town has had to pay extra over the years to 
have custom trucks so that they would fit in the building. A presentation was given by 
the architect with proposed design of demolishing the current building and replacing with 
new building in approximately the same place as current building. The new building 
would have 9200 square feet of room for vehicles and office space for Police 
Department. This would also include a holding cell which currently does not exist and 
forces the officers to go to Littleton PD to process people after making an arrest. 


All of the Safety Services department heads spoke at the meeting highlighting the needs 
of each department. All of them valid and very much needed. 


Jeff Woodward spoke to the financing piece of the project and explained the two options 
that the committee had discussed. One being financing through Rural Development and 
the other through banks. Currently it is looking like the best rates would be through the 
bank. The Town would be looking to finance $1.9MM and whatever monies are not 
used would come back to the town. This amount would include demolition, temporary 
trailers and/or storage space for equipment. This would provide a turn key building. 


The moderator opened up the meeting to questions before the question was called to vote. 
After about a half dozen questions regarding contingency fees if project goes over budget 
and whether there is room for expansion if needed along with the life expectancy of the 
building, the question was called to a ballot vote at 8:15 PM. The Polls were open for 
one hour for voting. Results: 107 YES 

18 NO 
Article 2 passed by 2/3 ballot vote.

The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the budget stating a 5% increase vs. appropriated 2013 budget with 
an actual increase of 6.9% increase over actual 2013 expenditures. Some of the reasons 
for the increase were the increase of 7.9% in health insurance, employees receiving a 2% 
cost of living increase. The property and liability insurance are up 6.1%. Estimated 
increase cost of Police Retirement contributions is up 5.35%. CIP costs increased 5%. 
There was a question from the floor from Jon Peabody regarding the legal expense line. 
John Lachapelle explained that those fees were incurred by P&R lawsuit from the water 
project and Fairpoint lawsuit. Karen Foss asked who the town’s liability insurance 
carrier. Sally explained that we have Primex as our municipal carrier. A voice vote was 
taken and Article 3 passed. 


ARTICLE 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred sixty-seven thousand seven hundred dollars ($167,700.00) to be added to the 
following Capital Reserve Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


Town Buildings Truck, $9,200; Town Buildings and Grounds Equipment, $5,600; 
Highway Trucks, $50,400; Highway Heavy Equipment, $15,200; Police Cruisers, 
$13,000; Life Squad Van, $9,300; Life Squad Equipment, $3,200; Fire Equipment Truck, 
$6,300; Fire Pumper Truck, $14,400; Fire Truck Tanker, $20,600; Fire Safety 
Equipment, $10,000; Bridge Maintenance, $2,000; and Reassessment, $8,500. 


The article was read, moved by Bob Montagno and seconded by Sally Small. Bob 
Montagno spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 4 passed. 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred fifty-eight thousand nine hundred dollars ($158,900.00) to be added to the 
following Expendable Trust Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. 


Highway Improvement, $120,000; Town Buildings Maintenance, $15,000; Frost Place 
Maintenance, $3,900; and Sidewalk Improvement, $20,000. 


The article was read, moved by Bob Montagno and seconded by Sally Small. Bob 
Montagno spoke to the article highlighting a few increases in CIP allocations this year 
specifically the Sidewalk Improvement project which will also be offset by the Safe 
Routes to School program. A voice vote was taken and Article 5 passed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the selectmen as agents to 
expend the Highway Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund to allow for repairs to the 
existing equipment. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article. A hand vote was taken and Article 6 passed. 
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ARTICLE 7. _ To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of ten thousand five 
hundred dollars ($10,500.00) to purchase a mower for Buildings and Grounds and to 
authorize the withdrawal ten thousand five hundred dollars ($10,500.00) from the 
Buildings & Grounds Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, previously established for this 
purpose. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 7 passed. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum of five thousand 
eight hundred dollars ($5.800.00) to purchase a mower for the Cemetery and to authorize 
the withdrawal of five thousand eight hundred dollars from the Building & Grounds 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund, previously established for this purpose. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 8 passed. 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of eighty-one 
thousand dollars ($81,000.00) to purchase a plow truck for the Highway Department and 
to authorize the withdrawal of sixty-three thousand five hundred dollars ($63,500.00) 
from the Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund, seventeen thousand five hundred dollars 
($17,500.00) to come from trading in the 2007 Chevy 5500. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 9 passed. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000.00) to purchase a used truck for the Highway Department. The 
Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Bob Montagno and seconded by Sally Small. Bob 
Montagno spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 10 passed. 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty four 
thousand dollars ($24,000.00) to repair the sidewalks on Harvard and Dow streets. The 
sum of twenty four thousand dollars ($24,000.00) will come from the Sidewalk 
Improvement Expendable Trust, previously established for this purpose. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation 


The article was read, moved by Bob Montagno and seconded by Sally Small. Bob 
Montagno spoke to the article and highlighted that this money was not coming from 
taxation. A voice vote was taken and Article 11 passed. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item budget to the Rink 
Surface Maintenance Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 12 passed. 
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ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two hundred 
eighty two thousand six hundred fifty four dollars ($282,654.00) for the purpose of solid 
waste disposal and capital improvements to include the purchase of a baler, with 
($12,500.00) to come from the Transfer Station Special Reserve Fund, ($46,251.00) from 
the Town of Sugar Hill, ($21,023.00) from the Town of Easton, ($80,000.00) PAYT 
Fees, ($24,000.00) Special Handling Fees, ($26,000) in Recycled Material, and to raise 
($72,880.00) from taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article. A voice vote was taken and Article 13 passed. 


ARTICLE 14. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety 
two thousand two hundred ninety six dollars ($92,296.00) for the purpose of operating 
the Abbie Greenleaf Library and to transfer this amount to the Library Trustees for their 
use as they see fit. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article stating that part of increase of operating budget was for a new boiler. 
A voice vote was taken and Article 14 passed. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two hundred and 
nine thousand dollars ($209,000.00) to repair the sidewalks along Main Street to the 
school. The funding for this project to come from the Safe Routes to School Fund run by 
the State. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article reiterating that this is a full grant from the State. A voice 
vote was taken and Article 15 passed. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) for the purpose of cleaning and repairing to working order 
the Dow Academy Clock. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by Ted Hoyle and seconded by Sally Small. Ted Hoyle 
spoke to the article stating that this money would be used to repair the clock itself. The 
Tower and roof of tower was a separate item. Mary Fowler spoke of how her father used 
to take care of the clock and what a wonderful part of history it is for the Town. Ed Rolfe 
who had.been in charge of setting the clock before it died spoke about the mechanism of 
the clock and stated that the person doing the repair will guarantee his work. A voice 
vote was taken and Article 16 passed 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote establish a Capital Reserve Fund under the 
provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of Rural Water Supply (cisterns & fire ponds) 
and to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) for this purpose 
and furthermore name the Board of Selectmen as agents to expend. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article explaining that this will be a start up fund to begin 
maintenance and repair what is already in place. A voice vote was taken and Article 17 
passed. 
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ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to establish a contingency fund for the 
current year for unanticipated expenses that may arise and further to raise and appropriate 
$45,000.00 to go into the fund. This sum to come from the fund balance and no amount 
to be raised by taxation. Any appropriation left in the fund at the end of the year will 
lapse into the general fund. Majority vote required. The Selectmen recommend this 
article. 


The article was read, moved by John Lachapelle and seconded by Sally Small. John 
Lachapelle spoke to the article asking the town to approve this contingency fund for 
unanticipated expenses such as the attorney fees that the town has had to pay from the 
lawsuit on the water project pertaining to work that was authorized but was never done. 
This money can be used from the Town surplus but don’t like to tap that fund. A voice 
vote was taken and Article 18 passed. 


ARTICLE 19. Should the Town of Franconia raise and appropriate the sum of 
$9,168.00 (nine thousand one hundred sixty-eight dollars) as a donation to the non-profit

$2,000; Rural Water Supply $5,000; Legal $29,000 and Reassessment, $8,500 


ARTICLE 5. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one 
hundred thirty nine thousand nine hundred dollars ($139,900.00) to be added to the 
following Expendable Trust Funds previously established. The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation. 


Highway Improvement, $100,000; Town Buildings Maintenance, $15,000; Frost Place 
Maintenance, $3,900 and Sidewalk Improvement, $21,000. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will vote to appoint the selectmen as agents to 
expend from the Bridge Maintenance Capital Reserve Fund previously established in 
1966. The selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required). 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of fifty-one 
thousand nine hundred dollars ($51,900.00) to purchase a truck for Buildings and 
Grounds and to authorize the withdrawal of up to forty-two thousand seven hundred 
dollars ($42,700.00) from the Buildings & Grounds Truck Capital Reserve Fund, 
previously established for this purpose; and to raise nine thousand two hundred dollars 
($9,200.00) through taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority 
vote required) 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of ninety six 
thousand dollars ($96,000.00) to purchase a plow truck for the Highway Department and 
to authorize the withdrawal of up to seventy-nine thousand four hundred dollars 
($79,400.00) from the Highway Truck Capital Reserve Fund, previously established for 
this purpose, and to raise sixteen thousand six hundred dollars ($16,600.00) through 
taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of thirty-nine 
thousand dollars ($39,000.00) to purchase a 4WD Police cruiser, and to authorize the 
withdrawal of up to thirty-five thousand dollars ($35,000.00) from the Police Cruiser 
Capital Reserve Fund, previously established for this purpose, and to raise four thousand 
dollars ($4,000.00) through taxation. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 
(Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the town will vote to discontinue the Safety Services Facilities 
Improvement Fund created in {2000}. Said funds, with accumulated interest to date of 
withdrawal, are to be transferred to the municipality's general fund. The selectmen 
recommend this article. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 11. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty four 
thousand dollars ($24,000.00) to be placed in the Bridge Maintenance Capital Reserve 
Fund, previously established. The sum of $24,000.00 to come from unassigned fund 
balance. This represents the funds from the dissolution of the Safety Services Facilities 
Improvement Expendable Trust in warrant article #10. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of twenty two 
thousand dollars ($22,000.00) to be placed in the Town Buildings Maintenance 
Expendable Trust Fund, previously established. The sum of $22,000.00 to come from 
unassigned fund balance. This represents the funds from the dissolution of the Safety 
Services Facilities Improvement Expendable Trust in warrant article #10. The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item budget to the Rink 
Surface Maintenance Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of one thousand five 
hundred dollars ($1,500.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item budget to the 
Dow Field Maintenance Fund previously established. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the town will vote to appropriate the sum of two hundred 
eighty five thousand nine hundred eighty six dollars ($285,986.00) for the purpose of 
solid waste disposal and capital improvements to include the purchase of scales and a 
container, with ($16,000.00) to come from the Transfer Station Special Reserve Fund, 
($46,525.00) from the Town of Sugar Hill, ($21,148.00) from the Town of Easton, 
($74,000.00) PAYT Fees, ($25,000.00) Special Handling Fees, ($30,000) in Recycled 
Material, and to raise ($73,313.00) from taxation. The Selectmen recommend this 
appropriation. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of ninety 
two thousand two hundred sixty six dollars ($92,266.00) for the purpose of operating the 
Abbie Greenleaf Library and to transfer this amount to the Library Trustees for their use 
as they see fit.. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 17. To see if the town will vote, pursuant to NH RSA 35:9-a-II, to authorize 
the Trustees of Trust Funds to pay for capital reserve fund investment management 
services, and any other expenses incurred, from capital reserve funds income. No vote by 
the town to rescind such authority shall occur within five years of the original adoption of 
this article. The Selectmen recommend this article. 


ARTICLE 18. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two 
thousand dollars ($2,000.00) for the Franconia Children’s Center to be used for general 
operating expenses. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 19. To see if the town will vote to accept Meadow Crest Drive as a Class V 
town road. This road was constructed in 2000, and complies with the then existing and 
current road specifications. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. 


ARTICLE 20. To see if the town will vote to adopt RSA 41:14-a, to allow the 
selectmen to acquire or sell land, buildings or both; provided, however, they shall first 
submit any such proposed acquisition or sale to the planning board and to the 
conservation commission for review and recommendation by those bodies. This article 
will remain in effect until rescinded by majority vote. (Majority vote required) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town will vote to establish a Capital Reserve Fund under 
the provisions of RSA 35:1 for the purpose of a Recreation Van and to appropriate the 
sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000.00) from the Recreation Committee’s line item 
budget for this purpose. The Selectmen recommend this appropriation. (Majority Vote 
required) 


ARTICLE 22. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, and committees, or other officers 
heretofore chosen and pass any vote relative thereto. 


ARTICLE 23. To transact any other business that may legally come before the 
meeting.

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2015 — 2019 CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PLAN 


The 2015 — 2019 Capital Improvements Plan was completed by a group of five citizens, 
appointed by the Planning Board. The Committee worked from July 2014 through 
January 2015 on this year’s CIP. The plan was adopted by the Franconia Planning Board 
in January 2015 and accepted by the Select Board in February 2015. 


Preparation of the plan involved the Committee interviewing and interacting with the 
Town Operational Department Heads, the Fire and Life Squad Chiefs, and the Town’s 
Select Board and Administration to collect their anticipated capital needs, and the priority 
of the needs, for the time frame 2015-2019. These individual requests where then laid out 
in an annualized schedule and analyzed relative to the Town’s need to maintain critical 
assets and the need to raise monies to fund the projects in the future. 


All Department Heads attempted to find savings and efficiency in this year’s requests and 
will be looking for savings in future years. 


These activities resulted in the CIP committee revising the long range capital plan 
presented in 2015 due to increases in the costs to replace vehicles in the Fire, Road and 
EMT departments. Still by finding savings and funds from other sources the 2015 plan of 
$341.6K is 1% lower than the $345.1 plan approved in 2014. Future years have been 
adjusted accordingly. 


A draft of the CIP was published and made available for the citizens’ review. This draft 
plan reflected a recommendation for Capital appropriations in 2015. A Public Hearing 
was then held in January to elicit public comment on the draft. Since no one attended 
there was no discussion and questions. In January the draft CIP was presented to the 
Planning Board and, after thorough review, was accepted. 


The CIP Committee would like to highlight a few specific accomplishments: 


1) The Road Agent, BOS, and CIP reviewed the strategic road plan and updated the 
detailed plan with priorities for reconstructions for the next 5 years. Our town has 13 
miles of paved roads and to reconstruct all would cost $1.1million. With present cost this 
allows for the roads to be reconstructed every 9 to 10 years. 


2) The CIP Committee developed a procedure to determine when town vehicles should 
be replaced based on repair costs, mileage and useful life data obtained from other 
municipalities, manufacturers, professional associations and federal and state regulations. 


Finally, the CIP Committee would like to thank all Town employees, administrators, 
board members and citizens for their generous contributions of time and consideration in 
establishing and delivering Franconia’s 2014-2018 CIP. We are hopeful that the plan and 
process will be an important aid to the Select Board in their annual budgeting and result 
in improved capital planning and investment for the Town of Franconia.

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FRANCONIA WATER DEPARTMENT 


A new pump house was constructed at Mittersill last fall which went online at the end of 
October 2013. The old pump station was dismantled and carted away in the Spring of 
2014. 


The NH Department of Environmental Services (DES) informed us that a number of trees 
around both the Mittersill and Franconia Village storage tanks had to be taken down. 
This was completed in the summer of 2015 


A high efficiency dehumidifier was installed at the Franconia Village pump house. We 
were advised to do this because it was felt that the high moisture content in the pump 
house had a negative effect on our computers. 


This year we will replace much piping and many valves around the Mittersill Inn. One or 
two fire hydrants will also have to be relocated in the Mittersill area. We will continue to 
replace the old EJP meters with stainless steel badger meters. The MXU readers will be 
replaced by cellular readers. The new meters will be replaced both at Mittersill and at the 
Franconia Village.

ABBIE GREENLEAF LIBRARY 
Director’s Report 


What a year! A lot has happened at the library on many fronts, and the piece de 
resistance is the glowing mosaic tile floor, brought back to its original beauty and luster 
in July by Boston Stone Restoration. It’s worth a trip to the library just to see it! The 
building’s facade was renewed by Northeast Masonry; this project was partially funded 
by a generous donation and, thanks to the efforts of board member Chuck Lovett, by a 
NH Moose Plate grant. 


The bad news was that fumes emanating from the furnace system resulted in the 
unexpected closure of the library during a number of regularly scheduled days. 
Troubleshooting for the failing heating system continued over months, until it was finally 
determined that a hairline crack in the firewall spelled the demise of that system. We 
greatly appreciate our patrons for bearing with us during the intermittent disruptions. 
After a lot of research, the Board decided to go green, and a new, automated pellet 
furnace system will be installed by Cutting Edge of W. Burke, VT, by January 2015. The 
cost of the new system will be funded in part by donation and also by a NH Public 
Utilities Commission energy rebate which was pre-approved in December. 


Another major activity during the last half of 2014 took the attention of the library’s 
board and staff. Jane Cloran announced her retirement as the library’s director, and we 
wish her good fortune as she enjoys her leisure time. As the Board of Trustees embarked 
on a job search to fill the vacated position, Sybil Carey served as Interim Director. The 
board felt it was important to allow sufficient time and thought to find the right person for 
the job and the community. Following an exhaustive vetting and interview process, the 
Board decided to implement a team approach as the new model of leadership. To that 
end, we are pleased to announce that, beginning January 2015, Ann Steuernagle and Sybil 
Carey will share the job as library co-directors. 


Board treasurer Melinda Richmond spent countless hours reviewing, condensing, and 
reorganizing the budget’s structure to bring the operating account into better alignment 
with the budget and thus clarify and more accurately reflect the spending arc over the 
course of a year. The board adopted these changes in an effort to facilitate budget 
decisions, streamline recordkeeping, maximize cost efficiencies, and increase 
transparency in our bookkeeping and financial management process. 


Shifting patterns in the publishing world are reflected in the variety of our patrons’ 
preferences in regard to the various print, electronic, and digital media available; and 
even with the occasional interruption of services this year, enjoyment of the library’s 
offerings remains strong. We can happily report that reading and books are alive and well 
in Franconia! 


In addition to four book sale events, managed by the Friends of the Library, we offered a 
variety of programs this year. Baron Wormser returned to an enthusiastic audience to 
facilitate a poetry discussion on the Frost poem, The Range Finder. In the summer, we 
hosted a joint event with The Frost Place with readings by Rebecca Foust, the Dartmouth 
Poet in Residence, and Maudelle Driskell. The library offered the Franconia Area 
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Heritage Museum a venue for a presentation by Steven Taylor on one-room rural schools 
in NH. Author Charles Poverman read from his new book Love By Drowning. Bill 
Mellekas offered a Christmas story time. Also during the holiday season, four local 
authors (Cathy Strasser, Leah Carey, Katherine Farrier, and Susan Ann Wall) read from 
their works and shared insights into the writing process. In addition, a lively group of 
Mah Jongg players has been meeting weekly at the library. 


The library is grateful for donations from Jean Grace, David Dobrin and Susan Arnott, 
Friends of the Abbie Greenleaf Library, Little City Thrift Store, and The Friday Club. 
Donations were accepted from Patricia Schaffer in memory of Karl and Jeannette 
Schaffer and in memory of Richard Bennink from his family. 


I would like to recognize the overwhelming support and extra effort put forward this year 
by the members of the Board of Trustees, led by Harriet Taylor, and our wonderful staff 
members. They each have contributed in ways large and small, both visible and behind 
the scenes. Jeff Phillips gets our thanks for his help in keeping the furnace limping along 
well beyond its time. We also thank friends who volunteered their time and energy to 
various projects. This has been a year of extreme challenges, and we’ve grown stronger 
through it. We look forward to welcoming you to a newly energized Abbie Greenleaf 
Library.

The Department would like to thank the residents for their overwhelming support at 
Town Meeting for the construction of a new Safety Services Building. In addition the 
Department would like to thank the Board of Selectmen and the Safety Service Building 
Committee for all their work and commitment to the project. 


In May the Department moved to the former bus garage on Main Street now owned by 
Trevor and Thad Presby. We would like to thank the Presby’s for alterations to the 
building that would allow it to be a temporary home for the Fire Department and life 
squad during the construction process. Ground was broken for the new building on 
August 6" and the department moved all apparatus in on December 28". The Town now 
has a beautiful new state of the art Safety Service Building that all can be very proud of. 


The Fire Department has seen another very busy year. Our equipment was toned out by 
the Grafton County Dispatch Center 77 times. This number represents fire alarm 
activations, motor vehicle accidents and mutual aid calls. 


The Department strongly recommends that homeowners with dial out alarm systems 
consider installing a Knox Box on their home. A Knox Box allows the Department access 
to a key, if an alarm activation occurs at your home in your absence. In addition, if you 
are installing or replacing any heating equipment an inspection is required. Please contact 
the station at 823-8821 to discuss either of these items. 


This year the Department added three new members; Jeremy Hall, Walter Palmer and 
Rusty Talbot. Any resident interested in joining the Department is invited to stop by the 
station. Meetings & training are held on the first and third Wednesday of the month at 
7:00PM. 


We continue to work co-operatively with surrounding mutual aid communities. We want 
to thank the Franconia Life Squad, Franconia Police Department and the Franconia 
Highway Department for their ongoing co-operation and assistance during emergency 
situations. 


We would like to thank the community for their continued support of the Department.

All members are Nationally Registered Emergency Medical Technicians. They are 
continually training and improving their skills. Each member must have a minimum of 
24 hours of continuing education each year plus every two years must take an additional 
24 hour of classroom refresher, where members must demonstrate their proficiency to 
State examiners. 


Many of the members have other specialized training including ice rescue, swift water 
rescue, high angle rescue and motor vehicle extrication certifications. All of our members 
are certified in advanced CPR and in the use of the heart monitor and defibrillator. Most 
importantly, all of our members are dedicated to providing compassionate emergency 
medical care from the scene to the hospital. 


The Ambulance Service continues to seek its’ membership by recruiting from the towns 
of Franconia, Sugar Hill and Easton, the same communities it provides service to. All 
volunteers are welcome to join. Each member is dedicated to providing the highest 
quality emergency care to the communities we serve.

The Franconia Ambulance responded to 283 calls for assistance during 2014, of those 
163 required transport. 


In 2014, the total operating expenses for the Franconia Ambulance were $58,729.09 
Income obtained from patient billing and subsidies from Sugar Hill and Easton totaled 
$87,483.33. The net cost for the operation of the Franconia Ambulance to the Town of 
Franconia being no cost with a surplus of $28,754.24 returned to the Town of Franconia. 


Your Ambulance is currently operating at the Advanced Life Support- paramedic level. 


Again I sincerely thank the townspeople for their continued support and the privilege of 
serving them. And I especially thank the men and women of the Franconia Ambulance 
for their countless hours of dedication and sacrifice, serving others in their community.

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FRANCONIA EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


The Franconia Department of Emergency Management had a busy year. We started with 
an education process by taking our personnel to the State Emergency Operations Center 
in Concord, and completed training with the WEB EOC. This is an internet based 
program that lets us communicate to the state during an emergency. We can report our 
status in an emergency and allows us to monitor other towns as well. This training also 
gave us the opportunity to have a face to face meeting with the State Personnel that up till 
now we only communicated to by e-mail or by telephone. 


In April a fast moving storm washed out parts of the roadways in Mittersill and Wells 
Road. We were able to contact our state officials and have them on scene to assess 
damages. This led us to completing grant applications to the Federal government for 
assistance with enhancing culvert systems on the Wells Road. The Grant was not 
accepted, but we will resubmit it next year and try again. 


We are also working on Grant applications to help offset some of the cost of equipment 
in the new public safety building. 


Although most of this work is financial in nature, we spend many hours monitoring 
incoming information from the State Emergency Operations Center (EOC) regarding 
weather events, criminal activity, and terrorist activity that may be in, or near our state. It 
is our philosophy to prepare, and train for the worst so that we have the best outcome 
should an actual event occur. We thank the citizens of our town for their continued 
support and cooperation throughout the year.

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PLANNING BOARD 


In terms of new development activity within the Town of Franconia for 2014, the year 
continued to be relatively quiet again. The majority of activity was related to Lot Line 
adjustments, and some informal Site Plan Reviews. One notable activity was the Planning 
Board’s formal Site Plan Review of the new Presby Fuel Station proposed on Main 
Street. Following the review and much discussion, the proposal was approved by the 
Planning Board, contingent on all conditions being met and both the Fire Chief and 
Building Inspector signing off on the plans, as well. The PB also reviewed and approved 
the 2014 CIP recommendations. 


Separately, a major key accomplishment, after several years of work, was the Planning 
Board’s finalization of a complete update of the Town’s Zoning Regulations. Important 
additions to these regulations was modifying the PUD regulations to better accommodate 
Senior & Workforce housing (as now required by the State) and the addition of Cluster 
Development regulations, also with accommodations for Senior & Workforce Housing. 
The final document was unanimously approved by the Planning Board in November and 
the Planning Board held the required 2 public hearings on the new regulations in January 
2015.

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LAFAYETTE RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Lafayette Recreation Committee saw a 2014 filled with events, activities, and 
sporting fun for residents of all ages. The Committee works hard to provide recreational 
opportunities to the residents of Franconia, Sugar Hill, and Easton, and we’re continually 
striving to expand our activities in ways that engage our communities. 


Lafayette Recreation sponsors or assists with several events each year: Old Home Day in 
July, the Top Notch Triathlon in August, the Fox Hill 5K Trail Run in September, and the 
Wobble-n-Gobble in November. We are continuing work to inventory, maintain, map, 
and sign the many trails in our three towns. Anyone interested in adopting a trail may 
email recreation@franconianh.org. We also sponsor Earth Day activities in the spring, 
Old Home Day Fireworks, a series of summer concerts on the Dow, the Halloween 
bonfire, and the Community Holiday Party in December. 


These events throughout the year bring our communities and residents together to visit 
and celebrate the beautiful place we call home. This year’s holiday party was expanded to 
include downtown Franconia businesses and activities for all ages, including caroling at 
the Lafayette Center and a visit by Santa at the Village Store. 


The Triathlon, Wobble-n-Gobble and Fox Hill Trail Run are also fundraisers for 
Lafayette Recreation. These, along with the annual Halloween Cup soccer tournament — 
which had its biggest year ever in 2014, with 44 teams — have allowed the Committee to 
incorporate several positive changes over the past few years, including improvements to 
the skating rink in town, the addition of a much-needed storage shed at the Dow fields, 
and last year’s purchase of an 14-passenger van. 


The van has been used quite a bit in its first year, including outings by the Summer Rec 
program offered to children of our communities, as adult transportation to a bowling 
alley, a hockey tournament, the Littleton Rotary Club’s Lobster Dinner, fire training, and 
to carry fans to a Profile School playoff soccer game. 


Largely through the efforts of our Recreation Director Kim Cowles, we are continually 
expanding our adult recreational offerings. Beyond the concerts and community events 
listed above, this year also saw curling on the Franconia ice rink, swimming at Evergreen 
Gym, and dancing in the Franconia Town Hall with the Arts Alliance of Northern New 
Hampshire. 


Youth Programs Director Kris Kappler oversees our summer Recreation program of 97 
enrolled campers and 13 counselors and orchestrates school-year sports through Lafayette 
Regional School. From fall soccer (including the hugely successful Annual Halloween 
Cup) to winter basketball and spring T-ball, baseball, and softball, these programs engage 
almost 95% of the Lafayette Regional School children with the essential assistance of 
over 20 dedicated volunteer coaches and officials. Information about our youth programs

For 2015, we’re looking into the possibility of grooming a Nordic ski loop around the 
Dow and potentially through town and planning a June 21" “The Longest Day” event. 
This will be a day of community, wellness, and Alzheimer’s awareness. Stay tuned for 
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details! Also, making its return this spring is the Snap Shot Challenge. Visit 
www. franconianh.org to find the pictures and see how well you know our communities.

During the Franconia Conservation Commission 2014 Season: 


e The Commission participated in the Lafayette School Earth Day Celebration. 
With the Lafayette Student Council, we cleaned Shitte Creek and the Gale River 
Trail. 

e With the help of Chris Collman, Sam Johnk and the Garnet Hill Green Team, 
the trails in Fox Hill Park and along the Gale River were cut back. 

e After walking the boundaries of Fox Hill Park with SPNHF it was determined 
that one landowner is encroaching on town land and are making efforts to clean 
this up. The park itself is well maintained. 

e $5,000 was given to Plymouth State University for trout study of the Ham 
Branch of the Gale River. 


The program has sought to educate, provide outreach, and promote goodwill. 


Community ideas: 

1. A strategic removal of the Japanese Knotweed 

2. Trash clean up along the river, usually headed by the local Lions Club, 
but more help is needed 

3. Removal of construction debris and overflow from residents and 
business. 

4. Continued monitoring possibly by a school co-operation, measuring 
temperatures and turbidity. An opportunity for Profile and Lafayette 
students — a staff member would be needed to coordinate these efforts.

COOLEY-JERICHO COMMUNITY FOREST REPORT 


Thanks to the support of Easton, Franconia, Landaff, and Sugar Hill, numerous 
individuals, and public and private funding, the Cooley-Jericho Community Forest was 
created in September, 2013. This 843-acre forest has great public recreational 
opportunities, includes critical wildlife habitat, protects headwater streams, preserves 
scenic views, offers educational uses, and will provide timber income to the towns over 
the long term. Ammonoosuc Conservation Trust owns the land on behalf of the 
communities. 


The Stewardship Team of representatives of the four towns, plus ACT and many others, 
has been working to plan for how we manage this land now and into the future. We know 
that nature will take its course, and we can’t anticipate the unforeseen, such as severe ice 
storms, wind events, or fire. We nevertheless can and should follow a management 
strategy based on what the land tells us, and craft our uses to best complement the 
property’s natural features and the interests of our communities in recreation, education, 
and other goals. 


The Stewardship Team meets regularly and many of its members have also done field 
research. Last winter we inventoried wildlife tracks along predetermined routes, and in 
the spring we did the same thing with breeding birds. Meanwhile, our consulting 
ecologist has been over almost every square foot of the property, and has prepared 
detailed maps of the natural features and forest types. With this information, we’ve 
started mapping potential recreational trails. Here’s some of what’s coming this year: 


e This spring and summer we’ll start constructing trails. The Appalachian Mountain 
Club (AMC) will assist with trail planning and construction. 

e Thanks to the town of Sugar Hill for making the Trumpet Round Road entrance 
easier for parking. 

e A local Eagle Scout aspirant will build a kiosk at the Trumpet Round Road 
entrance. 

e We’re working with the AMC and Plymouth State University on using the Forest 
as an outdoor classroom for environmental and other education. We’re exploring 
this with the Lafayette and Lisbon school districts. 

e The 30-Year Management and Stewardship Plan will be drafted for community 
review, and then finalized.

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THE FROST PLACE 2014 ANNUAL REPORT 


2014 was an eventful and busy year for The Frost Place (TFP). Some of the highlights of 
the past twelve months are noted in this report. 


¢ The Board of Trustees and staff continued to follow the Strategic Plan. A primary 


focus of which is to provide more programming and services to the local 
community. TFP developed a collaborative relationship with The White 
Mountain School, increased our participation in the Chamber of Commerce 
activities, partnered with the Abbie Greenleaf Library for programs and events, 
worked with New Hampshire Poetry Out Loud, and hosted field trips for several 
local schools. During 2015 we will be hosting more community programs 
including some outside of the regular museum season, and we will seek 
additional funding for educational programs. 


¢ We welcomed three new members to the Board of Trustees. Jim Norton, Meghan 


McCarthy McPhaul, and Nina Schafer. All three new board members bring a 
wealth of knowledge and expertise to help support the mission of The Frost 
Place. Two of these members are local. Nina Schafer is a long time constituent 
of The Frost Place. 


More than 3,600 visitors - from around the globe - came to The Frost Place Museum 


(and to the Franconia community), between Memorial Day and Columbus Day. 
These visitors patronized local businesses as well as The Frost Place. There was 
so much interest in visiting The Frost Place during the week after it closed for 
the season; the decision was made to keep it open for one extra week. 


A few repairs have been made and maintenance projects undertaken at The Frost Place 


this year. These include; repairing and painting the downstairs bedroom ceiling; 
leveling the stage in the barn, replacing and repairing screens, cleaning off the 
back porch, and many other small repairs and improvements. Funding has been 
sought for larger repairs and renovations of the house. A donor provided the 
funds to install a woodstove to be inserted into the fireplace in the living room. 
A small tool shed will be built by Profile High School’s student-run building 
class. The students will build the shed, which will provide on-site storage space. 


Since 1977, The Frost Place has awarded a Resident Poet Fellowship to allow a 


contemporary poet to live and work in the house for two months of the summer. 
This year, The Frost Place Writer in Residence was Rebecca Foust. Ms. Foust 
gave featured readings at Dartmouth College, at the Abbie Greenleaf Library, 
and at The Frost Place for Frost Day, July 6". Rebecca Foust’s books 
include God, Seed (Tebot Bach Press, 2010), recipient of the 2010 Foreword 
Book of the Year Award, and All That Gorgeous Pitiless Song (Many 
Mountains Moving Press, 2010), recipient of the 2008 Many Mountains Moving 
Book Prize. Her chapbooks, Mom’s Canoe and Dark Card (Texas Review 
Press, 2008, 2009) consecutively won the Robert Phillips Poetry Chapbook 
Prize. New poems are in current issues of The Hudson Review, The 
Massachusetts Review, The Sewanee Review, Southern Indiana Review, Zyzzyva, 
and other journals. Foust received an MFA in poetry from Warren Wilson 
College in 2010 and currently works as an assistant editor for Narrative.

e 2nd Annual Frost Place Chapbook Contest & Residency 
The Frost Place continued its annual chapbook contest, an international 
competition drawing applications of poets of high caliber from across the 
country. Lisa Gluskin Stonestreet’s winning chapbook, The Greenhouse, was 
published by Bull City Press; and Ms. Gluskin Stonestreet gave a featured 
reading at the Poetry Seminar, as well as lived and worked in the house-museum 
for a one-week residency. 


e Commemorative Benches Installed 
A granite memorial bench was placed at the left entrance to the Poetry Trail to 
commemorate the life and legacy of The Frost Place’s founder, David Schaffer. 
An official announcement and dedication ceremony took place on Saturday, 
June 28". Cleopatra Mathis and Sydney Lea honored David Schaffer with 
poetry readings and anecdotes. 


Another granite memorial bench was installed to the right side of the Henry Holt 
Barn in memory of Donald Sheehan, founding director of The Frost Place. An 
official announcement and dedication ceremony took place on the annual Frost 
Day celebration on Sunday, July 6". Don’s son read and the majority of his 
extended family was in attendance. Recordings of Don’s introductions to the 
poetry readings at The Frost Place were played for those in audience. In 
addition, Robert Farnsworth, former resident poet, read both poetry and 
anecdotes in memoriam of Donald Sheehan’s life and work. 


e “Talking About Frost” - Noted poet Baron Wormser led a discussion on a Robert Frost 
poem at the Abbie Greenleaf Library on Saturday, April 5". This was a follow 
up to last year’s four part discussions. All were free and open to the public and 
part of the collaboration between the Abbie Greenleaf Library and The Frost 
Place. 


¢ 21% Annual Lupine Festival, June 1-15, 2014 
The Frost Place participated in the annual Lupine Festival celebration offering a 
promotional discount on museum admission and scheduling a free public poetry 
reading on June 14 during the festival. 


e 2014 Frost Place School Outreach Programs 
Sarah Audsley represented The Frost Place at the local annual Literacy Day at 
the Littleton Elementary School in the spring. Students were able to make their 
own poems and learned more about TFP. 


The Frost Place hosted three English classes from Profile High School Students. 
Each student received two free posters with images of Robert Frost and his 
poetry. All students were given a tour of the house, which included the private 
poet’s quarters, and walked the Poetry Trail, thus connecting them to what is 
available to them right in their backyard. This was a collaboration with English 
school teacher Lori Innes, and, hopefully, will be a reoccurring event every year. 
The 6" grade class from The Well School also visited The Frost Place. They 
created a poem poster with colored borders as their final project and shared it 
with TFP.

¢ Frost Place Poetry Reading Series & Frost in the Air 
Each year poets visiting TFP participate in a reading series which is free to the 
public. In addition to readings during the summer poetry conferences, TFP 
added poetry readings by NH state poets: poets from The Poetry Society of NH; 
poets from Hobblebush Books; and poets from the Hyla Brook Poetry Series. 


Over the summer, we continued the “Frost in the Air” program, which invites 
local community members to directly participate in poetry readings at The Frost 
Place. At the start of on-site readings by contemporary poets, individuals from 
the community are invited to read their favorite Frost poems from the podium. 
Reading alongside guest poets and faculty, community members not only 
enjoyed the transformative experience of reading in Robert Frost’s own barn, 
they were also able to connect with contemporary poets and serve as 
ambassadors of the local community to the visiting writers, teachers, and poets. 


e World Book Night, April 23, 2014 
Sarah Audsley applied on behalf of TFP and received and distributed 20 free 
copies of Same Difference as part of World Book Night. 


e September Partner of the Month at the Littleton Co-op in Littleton, NH 
The Frost Place was selected to be the September Partner of the Month at the 
Littleton Co-op. Frost Place staff met and greeted local community members 
shopping at the Co-op during the Friday Pizza Night. TFP offered a promotion 
of discounted museum admission fees to locals for the month of September as 
advertised on the Co-op’s prominent bulletin board featuring The Frost Place. 


e North Country Chamber Players: Poetics of Music — August 16", 2014 
The Frost Place collaborated with the North Country Chamber Players 
providing poetry readings incorporated with their music for the first time ever. 
Resident poet, Rebecca Foust, executive director, Maudelle Driskell, and poets, 
Todd Hearon and Maggie Dietz all read during two separate performances. 


e Spring and Fall Clean-Up Volunteer Days — May 17 and October 18 
The White Mountain School sends students to our annual spring and fall clean- 
up volunteer days. They provide excellent work and donate their hours as part 
of their school’s community service program. 


The Frost Place Programs 2014 


The Frost Place Summer programs continued with an overall increase in the number of 
participants. 


* Conference on Poetry and Teaching 

This June 22 — 26th, The Frost Place held its annual conference, which trains 
teachers to effectively integrate poetry into their own curricula. 15 teachers 
attended the conference, traveling from across the country to spend a full week 
on-site at The Frost Place. As a group, they learned to use interactive 
poetry/literacy activities in their respective classrooms. A tuition scholarship is 
given each year for a New Hampshire Poetry Out Loud educator. This year, with 
funding from CavanKerry Press a scholarship was given to a New Jersey Poetry 
Out Loud Educator. 
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Additional CPT Opportunity: Teachers As Writers 
June 26 — 27" - The Frost Place Teachers as Writers (TAW) is an intensive day 
and a half session for classroom teachers who want to focus on their own writing 
and revision practices. The workshop is limited to participants who have 
already attended the CPT. Directly following the Conference on Poetry and 
Teaching, poet-teacher Baron Wormser, led the TAW workshop. Nine educators 
participated. 


Conference on Poetry 
From July 13 to July 19, 2014, The Frost Place hosted the Conference on Poetry 
(COP). The COP is an intense “poetry camp” that includes workshops, readings, 
and discussions. Instructors included conference director, Martha Rhodes, as 
well as respected poets Matthew Olzmann, Vievee Francis, Rodney Jones, and 
Ellen Dore Watson. Our 2014 Poetry Fellows were Jamaal May and Jay Baron 
Nicorvo. 39 poets attended the Conference on Poetry. 


Poetry Seminar 
The Poetry Seminar, August 3 — 9th, invited study in a specialized program by 
24 poets. Instructors this year included director, Patrick Donnelly, Jennifer 
Grotz, and Afaa Michael Weaver. 


The Dartmouth Poet in Residence at The Frost Place 
Since 1977, The Frost Place has awarded a Resident Poet Fellowship to allow a 
contemporary poet to live and work in the house for two months of the summer. 
This year, The Frost Place Writer in Residence was Rebecca Foust. Ms. Foust 
gave featured readings at Dartmouth College, at the Abbie Greenleaf Library, 
and at The Frost Place for Frost Day, July 6". 


The Frost Place Chapbook Contest Sponsored by Bull City Press — The Frost 
Place continued its annual chapbook contest, an international competition 
drawing applications of poets of high caliber from across the country. Lisa 
Gluskin Stonestreet’s winning chapbook, The Greenhouse, was published by 
Bull City Press; and Ms. Stonestreet gave a featured reading at the Poetry 
Seminar, as well as lived and worked in the house-museum for a one-week 
residency. 


Frost Day 
Established in 1979 by official act of former New Hampshire Governor Hugh 
Gallen, this event is held every July in celebration of the life and work of Robert 
Frost. This year the event was on July 6", the 35" annual Frost Day. A bench 
dedication to founding director, Donald Sheehan, began at 1:00 PM with an 
introduction by Maudelle Driskell, current executive director of The Frost Place. 
Sydney Lea’s recording of his memories of Don was played for the attendees. 
Former resident poet (2006) Robert Farnsworth spoke, shared his memories, and 
read memories provided by others. Members of Dr. Sheehan's family, including 
his son David and wife Carol, were in attendance. David Sheehan also spoke 
and shared his memories of his father. Frost Day events continued with a Robert 
Frost Scavenger Hunt at 2:30 PM. Sarah Audsley, Assistant to the Director, sent 
children on a hunt for various fact-filled cards carefully hidden on the grounds. 
At 3:00 PM, Cammy Thomas led an interactive discussion of one of her favorite 
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Robert Frost poems. She was followed by Robert Crawford, poet and founder of 
The Hyla Brook Poetry Series and Board Member for the Derry, NH, Frost 
Farm museum. The day's events concluded with a reading by Rebecca Foust, 
this year's Dartmouth College Poet-in-Residence at The Frost Place.

The Frost Place is truly a community place - it is part of the Franconia area community - 
as was Robert Frost when he lived here in the early 20th century, and it continues 
because of the generosity and passion of community members dedicated to keeping it 
alive!

2014 Presidents Report 


Accessions: Over 250 items received and catalogued into the collection. While no 
important artifacts were added, we were able to enhance our research holdings with the 
following: New Hampshire Folk Tales, a 1974 reprint, Complete Arithmetic book 1896. 
Beginner's American History 1893. Watkins cookbook 1938. Easton, NH voter 
checklists 1878-1923. Genealogy on the Schoff family. 


Visitors: Welcomed over 205 visitors, many from Franconia, but also from 40 other NH 
towns. Guests from 18 other states and two foreign countries (Canada and Russia) also 
registered. School groups from Lafayette Elementary, Amherst Homeschoolers and 
Littleton Homeschoolers here over the summer. Visitors to the Iron Furnace numbered 
948. 


Memberships: FAHC belongs to the following organizations: NH Historical Society, 
Lisbon Area Historical Society, NH Humanities Council, NH Preservation Alliance, 
Franconia Area Chamber of Commerce, Sugar Hill Museum, Bethlehem Historical 
Society, Arts Alliance of NH. 


Events: Annual skating party February 8. Steve Taylor talk on one-room schools August 
9. Plant sale August 30. Sugar Hill fall festival Heritage Cafe. FHM hosted meeting of 
area historical societies October 8 on skiing in the White Mountains. All were well 
received. 


Maintenance: Basement floor leveled - 4"of pea gravel spread, masonry around 
basement windows repaired, old water heater removed. Painting begun on the Iron 
Furnace Interpretive Center, signs repaired. Repaired a roof leak. New wooden sign 
created and placed at the curb. Complete shutdown for winter done November 1. 


General: Staff met on Wednesdays to prepare new exhibit “Readin Ritin Rithmitic” on 
the NH one-room school. For the exhibit, a replica one-room school was constructed by 
staff and friends, complete with desks, potbelly stove, and even a teacher! The exhibit 
included many documents relating to schools in Easton, Franconia, and Sugar Hill. 
Labels were created for the Old Man postcards to be used as thank you notes. Staff 
attended the NH Preservation Alliance workshop January 11 "Who's Taking Care of Your 
History." Contributed to the restoration of the Dow Academy clock. Donated flags to 
Pease greeters in Portsmouth NH. Added general museum reference books to our library. 
New portable outdoor sign with removable letters purchased. Attended meeting of area 
historical societies at Littleton Historical Society "Art in the White Mountains." Work 
continued on rehousing and preserving the collection - The Frances Ann Johnson 
Hancock Materials was sorted and boxed archivally. Recipient of charitable gift from the 
estate of former curator Jewell Friedman. Purchased AV virus protection. Acquired new 
Vtech telephone.

FRANCONIA ENERGY COMMISSION 


The Board of Selectman created the Franconia Energy Commission in 2011 to advise on 
reducing town energy costs through conservation and renewable energy measures. Since 
its inception Jack Cook has been the leading light of the Energy Commission as the 
Chairman. Jack retired from this position in 2014. Everyone on the current Energy 
Commission thanks Jack for his many years of hard work and wish him all the best for 
the future. 


2014 Projects 


The largest project of the current financial year was construction of the new Public Safety 
Building. The result is a tightly constructed, well insulated building heated by a radiant 
slab with additional heating units to quickly thaw frozen emergency vehicles. The 
specifications below detail the measures incorporated into the new structure.

The energy audit recommendations were completed in 2014. The newer infra-red 
propane heating system was removed from the former Safety Services Building 
and re-installed in the Transfer Station. Sliding wooden doors were installed on 
the rear wall of the building and plastic "drapes" were placed across the front of 
the building, both measures reducing the cold wind and retaining warmth inside 
the structure.

- Budget Highlights 


2014 


In 2014, the town voted and approved a line item budget of $1,577,443.00 which included 
appropriations for various non-profits. 


Actual expenditures in 2014 were $1,535,274.90 or $42,168.10 under budget. In accordance 
with State of New Hampshire, Department of Revenue Administration regulations, the 
$42,168.10 roll over into the town’s unassigned surplus fund balance to mitigate further risks and 
to ensure stable tax rates. | 


In October 2014 when the tax rate was set, the Board of Selectmen decided to use $100,000.00 
of the surplus to reduce the tax rate, leaving the town with a retained surplus balance of 
$566,035.00 and.a total tax rate of $16.35, an increase of $.47 vs. 2013. 

2015 


The proposed 2015 line item budget is $1,696,400.00 and is an 8% increase, or $118,957.00 
compared to the appropriated 2014 budget. 


The proposed 2015 line item budget, $1,696,400.00, is a 10.5% increase, or $161,125.00 over 
actual 2014 expenditures. 


Why the increase in 2015? 


The increase is largely the result of the annual principle and interest payment on the Public 
Safety Building loan, $110,711.52. 


Health insurance costs decreased by $264.08, or 1.2%. Employees pay $79,082.64, or 30%, 
while the town’s portion is 70% or $184,101.32. 


Property and liability insurance is up 1.3% or 415.00. 
Workers Compensation coverage increased by 16.6%, or $3,768.00. 
Estimated increased cost of Police Retirement contribution is $990.00, or 1.08%. 


Employee 1.7% cost of living increase totals $13,504.00.
